[19th April, 1948.] 

An Act to provide for certain benefits to emp- 
loyees ip case of sickness, maternity and 

‘employment injury’ and to make provision 

for certain other matters in relation thereto. 

Whereas it is expedient to provide for certain bene- 
fits to employees in' case of sickness, maternity and em- 
ployment injury and to make provision for certain 
other matters, in relation thereto; 

It is hereby enacted as follows: — 

■ CHAPTER I 
Preliminary 

1. (1) This Adt may be called the Employees’ short title, 
State Insurance Act, 1948. extent, com-’ 

( 2 ) It extends to ‘[the whole of India ^[except the 

State of Jammu and Kashmir] ]. tion. 

( 3 ) It shall .Come into force on such date or dates‘ 
as the Central Government may, by notification 
in the Official Gazette, appoint, and different dates 
may be appointed for different provisions of this Act 
and "[for different States or for different parts thereof]. 

( 4 ) It shall apply, in the first instance, to all facto- 
ries including factories belonging to the '[Govern- 
ment] other than seasonal factories. ' 

(5) The appropriate Government may, in consulta- 
tion with the Corporation and ’[where the appropriate 
Government is a State Government, with the approval 
of the Central Government], after giving six months’ 
notice of its intention of so doing by notification in the 
Official Gazette, extend the provisions of this Act or 
any of them, to any other establishment or class of 
establishments, industrial, commercial, agricultural or 

« otherwise. 

3. In this Act, unless there is anything repugnant 
in the subject of context, — ^ 

(I) “appropriate Government” means, in respect of 
establishments under the control of the Central Gov- 
ernment or * [a railway administration] or a major port

(2) “confinement” means labour resulting in the 
issue of a living child, or labour after twenty-six 
weeks of pregnancy resulting in the issue of a child 
w'hether alive or dead ; 

(4) “contribution” means the sum of money pay- 
able to the Corporation by the principal employer in 
respect of an employee and includes any amount pay- 
able by or on behalf of the employee in accordance 
with the provisions of this Act; 

“[(5) “contribution period” means such period, be- 
ing not less than twenty-five but not exceeding twenty- 
seven consecutive weeks or six consecutive months, as 
may be specified in the regulations: 

Provided that in the case of the first contribution 
period a longer or shorter period may be specified by or 
under the regulations;] 

(6) “Corporation” means the Employees’ State In- 
surance Corporation set up under this Act; 

(7) “duly appointed” means appointed in accord- 
ance with the provisions of this Act or witluthe rules 
or regulations made thereunder; 

(5) “employment injury” means a personal injury 
to an employee caused by accident or an occupational 
disease arising out of and in the course of his employ- 
ment in a factory or establishment to which this Act 
applies, which injury or occupational disease would en- 
title such employee to compensation under the Work- 
men’s Compensation Act, 1923, if he were a workman 8 of 1923. 
within the meaning of the said Act ; 

(9) “employee” means any person employed for 
wages in or in connection with the work of a factory or 
establishment to which this Act applies and — 

ti) who is directly employed by the principal em- 
ployer on any work of, or incidental or preli- 
minary to or connected with the work of, the 
factory or establishment, whether such work 
is done by the employee in the factory or 
establishment or elsewhere ; or 

(ii) who is employed by or through an immediate 
employer on the premises of the factory or es- 
tablishment or under the supervision of the 
principal employer or his agent on work which

• (b) any person employed on a remuneration which 
in the aggregate exceeds four hundred rupees 
a month; 

(10) “exempted employee” means an employee 
who is not liable under this Act to pay the employee’s 
contribution ; 

(11) “family” means the spouse and minor legiti- 
mate and adopted children dependent upon the insured 
person and where the insured person is a male, his de- 
pendent parents; 

(12) “factory” means any premises including the 
precincts thereof whereon twenty or more persons are 
working or were working on any day of the preceding 
twelve months, and in any part of which a manufactur- 
ing process is being carried on with the aid of power 
or is ordinarily so carried on but does not include a 
mine subject to the operation of the Indian Mines Act,

“seasonal factory” means a factory which is exclu- 
sively engaged in one or more of the following manu-

ordinarily part of the work of the factory or establish- 
ment of the principal employer or is preliminary to the 
work carried on in, or incidental to the purpose of, any 
such factory or establishment, and includes a person 
by whom the services of an employee who has entered

(18) “regulation” means a regulation made by the 
Corporation; 

(29) “Schedule” means a Schedule to this Act; 

(20) “sickness” means a condition which requires 
medical treatment and attendance and necessitates 
abstention from work on medical grounds ; 

(21) “temporary disablement” means a condition 
resulting from an eipployment injury which requires 
medical treatment and renders an employee, as a result 
of such injury, temporarily incapable of work; 

(22) “wages” means all remuneration paid or pay- 
able in cash to an employee, if the term/s of the con- 
tract of employment, express or implied, were fulfilled 
and includes other additional remuneration, if any, 

*[paid at intervals not exceeding two months], but does 
not include — 

(а) any contribution paid by the employer to any 
pension fund or provident fund, or under this 
Act; 

(б) any travelling allowance or the value of any 
travelling concession; 

(c) any sum paid to' the person employed to de- 
fray special expenses entailed on him by the 
nature of his employment; or

CHAPTER II 

Corporation, Standing Committee and Medical Benefit 

Council 

3. (I) With effect from such date as the Central Estabiish- 
Government may, by notification in the Official Gazette, 
appoint in this behalf, there shall be established for the i^Jrance ^ 
administration of the scheme of Employees' State In- corporation, 
surance in accordance with the provisions of this Act 

a Corporation to be known as the Employees’ State 
Insurance Corporation. 

(2) The Corporation shall be a body corporate by 
the name of Employees' State Insurance Corporation 
having perpetual succession and a common seal and 
shall by the said name sue and be sued. 

4. The Corporation shall consist of the following Goa'?titution 
members, namely : — ' 

(a) the Minister for Labour in the Central Govern- 
ment, ex-officio, as Chairman; 

(b) the Minister for Health in the Central Govern- 
ment, ex-officio, as Vice-Chairman; 

(c) not more than five persons to be nominated by 
the Central Government of whom at least three 
shall be officials of the Central Government; 

(d) one person each representing each of the 
'[ ® [States] in which this Act is in force] to be 
nominated by the ® [State] Government con- 
cerned; 

(e) one person to be nominated by the Central 
Government to represent the * [Union territo- 

■ ries]; 

(/) five persons representing employers to be no- 
minated by the Central. Government in consul- 
tation with such organisations of employers as 
may be recognised for the purpose by the Cen- 
tral Government; 

(g) five persons representing employees to be no- 
minated by the Central Government in consul- 
tation with such organisations of employees as 
may be recognised for the purpose by the Cen- 
tral Government;

(2) A member of the Corporation, the Standing 
Committee or the Medical Benefit Council nominated 
or elected to fill a casual vacancy shall hold office only 
so long as the member in whose place he is nominated 
or elected would have been entitled to hold office if 
the vacancy had not occurred.

16. (1) The Central Government may, in the case Principal

(a) a Director General of Employees’ State Insu- 
rance;

(d) a Chief Accounts Officer; and 

(e) an Actuary. 

(2) The Director General shall be the Chief, Exe- 
cutive Officer of the Corporation. 

(3) The Principal Officers shall be whole-time offi- 
cers of the Corporation and shall not undertake any 
work unconnected with their office without the sanction 
of the Central Government. 

(4) A Principal Officer shall hold office for such pe- . 
riod, not exceeding five years, as may be specified in 
the order appointing him. An outgoing Principal Offi- 
cer shall be eligible for reappointment if he is other- 
wise qualified. 

(5) A Principal Officer shall receive such salary 
and allowances as may be prescribed by the Central' 

’ Government. 

(6) A person shall be disqualified from being ap- 

pointed as or for being a Principal Officer if he is sub- 
ject to any of the disqualifications specified in section 
f 3. • 

(7) The Central Government may at any time re- 
move a Principal Officer from office and shall do so if 
such removal is recommended by a resolution of the 
Cbrporation passed at a special meeting called for the 

. purpose and supported by the votes of not less than 
;two-thirds of the total strength of the Corporation.

staff of officers and servants as may be necessary for V 
the efficient transaction of its business provided thatr,i;;: 
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the sanction of the Central Government shall be ob- 
tained for the creation of any post with a maximum 
monthly salary of five hundred rupees and above. 

(2) The Corporation shall, with the approval of the 
Central Government, make regulations regarding the 
method of recruitment, pay and allowances, discipline, 
superannuation benefits and other conditions of service 
of the members of its staff. 

(3) Every appointment to posts carrying a maxi- 
mum monthly pay of five hundred rupees and above 
shall be made in consultation with the '[Union] Public 
Service Commission.; 

Provided that this sub-section shall not apply to an 
officiating or temporary appointment for an aggregate 
period not exceeding one year. 

Powers of 18. (I) Subject to the general superintendence and 
the Standing control of the Corporation, the Standing Committee 
Committee. s];iall administer the affairs of the Corporation and may 
exercise any of the powers and perform any of the 
functions of the Corporation. '' 

( 2 ) The Standing Committee shall submit for the 
consideration and decision of the Corporation all such 
cases and matters as may be specified in the regulations 
made in this behalf. 

(3) The Standing Committee may, in its discretion, 
submit any other case or matter for the decision of the 
Corporation. 

The Corporation rpay, in addition to the scheme 
prSte benefits specified in this Act, promote measures for 
measures for ^be improvjement of the health and welfare of insured 
health, etc., persons and for the rehabilitation and re-employment 
of insured of insured persons who have been disabled or injured 
persons, ^nd may incur in respect of such measures expenditure 
from the funds of the Corporation within' such limits as 
may be prescribed by the Central Government.

Provided that before issuing a notification under- 
this sub-section the Central Government shall give a 
reasonable opportunity to the Corporation or the Stand-

The disablement or dependants’ benefit will then

be annas rounded to the next higher anna,, 

namely, 10 annas a day. 

Example 2. — If the employee worked only for 34 
weeks in the period of 52 weeks preceding the week 
in which the employment injury occurs and his as- 
sumed average daily wages were 14 annas a day for 
20 weeks and Rs. 1-4-0 for 14 weeks, the average of 
the assumed daily wages for the purpose of disable- 
ment and dependants’ benefit will be : — 

20x14-1-14x20 16

The. disablement or dependants’ benefits calculat- 
ed as aforesaid shall be called the full rate. 

4. The disablement or dependants’ benefit shall 
be payable to a person suffering from disablement 
as a result of an employment injury sustained as an 
employee in a factory or establishment to which this 
Act applies, or if he dies as a result of such injury, 
to his dependants^ as follows : — 

(i) to the insured person — 

(a) for temporary disablement, during the pe- 
riod of such disablement at the full rate; 

(b) for permaneiit partial disablement, at a per- 
centage of the full rate, as provided in sec- 
tion 4 of the Workmen’s Compensation Act, 

1923, for life; ' 8 of 1923. 

(c) for permanent total disablement, at the full 
rate for life; 

(d) in cases of disablement not covered by clau- 
ses (a), (b) and (c) above, as may be pro- 
vided in the regulations. 

(ii) in the case of the death of the person, to 
his widow and children as follows : — 

(a) to the widow during life or until remarriage 
an amount equivalent to three-fifths of the 
full rate and, if there are two or more wi- 
dows, the amount payable to the widow as 
aforesaid shall be divided equally between 
the widows ; 

(b) to each legitimate or adopted son, an 
amount equivalent to two-fifths of the full 
rate until he attains fifteen years of age; 
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(c) to each legitimate unmarried daughter, an 
amount equivalent to two-fifths of the full 
rate until she attains fifteen years of age 
or until marriage, whichever is earlier : 

Provided, that the Corporation may continue 
such benefit to any legitimate or adopted son or any 
legitimate unmarried daughter until he or she attains 
the age of eighteen years if such son or daughter con- 
tinues education to the satisfaction of the Corpora- 
tion : 

Provided further that if the total of the depen- 
dant’s benefits distributed among the widow or wi- 
dows and ^[legitimate children or adopted son] of the 
deceased person as aforesaid ’’[exceeds at any time the 
full rate], the share of each of the dependants shall 
be proportionately ’[altered], so that the total amount 
payable to them does not exceed the amount of dis- 
ablement benefit at the full rate. 

5. In case the deceased person does not leave a 
widow or legitimate child, dependants’ benefit at such 
rates as may be determined by the * [Employees’ In- 
surance Court having jurisdiction], shall be payable 
as follows : — 

(a) to a parent or grand parent, for life; 

' (b) to any other male dependant, until he attains 
fifteen years of age; 

(c) to any other female dependant, until she at- 
tains fifteen years of age or until marriage, 
whichever is earlier, or if widowed until she 
attains fifteen years of age.
